explosion and hundreds of women and 
children rushed to the scene within ten 
minutes. 
There are being enacted scores 


of pathe tic scenes all around the prop- 
erty. 


Almost immediately gangs of men were 


called foom other mines to help rescue 
the unfortunates under ground If possible 
or to recover the bodies.

waiter about his clumsy movements, and 
the length of time required to prepare 
their order. Plepenbrunk resented their 
Insinuations. It is said that Cole then 
seized a carving knife from the table 
and made at the waiter, who lifted a 
chair and brought it down upon the 
docker's head. Immediately there was 
confusion. - Plates, bottles, sugar bowls, 
and dishes of all kinds filled the air. 
The men fought with the weapons at 
nan d u ntil all dropped from sheer ex- 
haustion. 


The proprietor and a customer, who 


were alone in the place, did not inter- 
fere and the police were at length called. 


The men were taken to the Central 


Emergency Hospital near by where they 
were treated for numerous scalp wounds 
and contusions and abrasions of the face.

her hands to her face and staggered back. 
Marnton rushed from the mom and Into 
the basement where his room was located, 
pressed the weapon against h!s left tem- 
ple and pulled the trigger. 
The ball en- 


tered the temple and came out back of 
the right ear. 
Returns to do Murder. 


Marston returned to the houst* about 1 


o'clock this morning, after bavin? spent 
a number of hours in a saloon in the dis- 
trict. 
According to Mrs. Thonagle • he 


was under the influence of liquor. 
His 


entrance aroused herself and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Hattie Thonagle, eighteen years 
old, 
who heard Marston call to Mrs. 


Thonagle and tell her he desired to talk 
with her. 


Attired In a robe, Mrs. Thonagle went 


to the door of the room and walked Lo 
the parlor with Marston. 
He was In an 


ugly mood, she says, and they were no 
sooner In .the room than he drew a revol- 
ver ami•' told her he would send four 
bullets Into her body. 


Mrs, 
Thonagle was in no way fright- 


ened, as Marston had often drawn the 
weapon and at her request had put it 
back into his pocket. 
ThiK morning, 


however, his mood was different, and he 
declared lie would kill her. He refused 
to place the revolver In his pocket and 
Mrs. 
Thonagle called to her daughter to 


telephone for the police. 


Misses; Kills Himself. 


The young woman started to the tele- 


phone, but before sho reached It Marston 
sprang to the side of her mother and 
snapped the trigger twice. 
Mrs. Thon- 


agle staggered back and he rushed into 
the lower p'art of the house. 
The next 


moment the sound of a shot rang through 
the house and Mrs. Thonagle went to the 
basemen.t to find Marston lifeless on the 
floor of Ills room. 
Death had been in- 


stantaneous. 


Marston, while serving as a policeman 


in San Francisco, was severely beaten 
one night and his skull crushed. 
He was 


retired and pensioned, as he could not 
properly attend to his duties, and was 
considered erratic. 
He worked as a 


painter in this, city. 
His mother lives 


on Santa Clara avenue near Bay street, 
and it was not until this morning that she 
earned of her son's attempted murder 
and his suicide.

SAUSAGE" IS DEFINED 


BY U. S. FOOD EXPERTS 


CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—"What Is a sau- 


sage," was determined by United States 
food experts after a day's conference and 
the Joint committee on food standards fln- 
IsheJ its work yesterday. 


After defining a sausage, according to 
the government's standard, the commis- 
sion further holds: 
(. 
"It (the sausage) contains no largei 
amount of water than the meats from 
which It Is prepared, and if it bears a 
name descriptive of composition or origin 
It corresponds to such descriptive name. 
All animal tissues used ae containers, such 


as casings, stomachs, etc., are clean and 
sound." 
i 


"Blood sausage" Is distinguished 'by the 
fresh blood from neat cattla or swine. 
Canned, corned or cured and potted 
meats are declared to be comminuted 
meat from neat cattle or swine, cooked 
cured, smoked or plcklod. 


Mince meat Is declared to be a "mix- 
ture of not lees than ten per cent of 
cooked, comminuted ni-sat, chopped suet 
apple and othsr fruit, with salt, spices, 
sugar, syrup or molasses, vinegar, fresh 
concentrated or fermeated fruit juices and 
spirituous liquors."

department of the University of CaJl-

The TRIBUNE'S 
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A Daniel Come to Judgment. 


Some o£ the criticisms of the decision of the District Court of 


Appeals in the Schrnitz case have been malignant and mendacious. 
Others have been merely the expression of ignorance and prejudice. 
In the latter category belongs the essay of George H. Boke, pro- 
fessor of jurisprudence in. the University of California, reversing 
the decision of the Appellate Court. It is set off, however, Tvith 
an unusual conceit and a vast amount of impudence. 


Mr. Boke's knowledge of the concrete application of American 


statute law is displayed by his 
citing the 
rulings 
of 
English 


courts in common law tort proceedings to prove wrong the rulings 
of an Ame-ican court'in a criminal case involving the construction 
of a California statute. However well qualified a man be to descant 
upon theories of jurisprudence, his competency to pass upon dis- 
puted legal points is not proved by manifest ignorance of the 
broad distinction between civil and criminal law and the funda- 
mental difference between the common law and statute law. 


The issues involved in the Schmitz decision are quite simple. 


The code of California defines the crime of extortion to be com- 
pelling payment of money or other act by threats to do an unlawful 
injury. 
Extortion being a statutory offense in this 
State, 
the 


definition of the statute must be accepted and not the common law 
construction of a foreign court predicated on damage claims in civil 
actions. The threats alleged by the 
prosecution in the Schmitz 


case were threats not to renew the 
liquor licenses of 
certain 


French restarateurs unless they complied with the city ordinances 
and certain regulations of the police department. These threats 
were unaci ompanied by any demand for money. 


In order to support their contention that these threats were 


made with intent to indirectly extort money, the prosecution was 
forced to plead that a liquor license is property within the mean- 
ing of the :aw, and that a threat to take it away constituted a threat 
to do an unlawful injury. 


The Appellate Court rightly held that a liquor license is not 


property and that a threat to deprive the holder . thereof of his 
privilege of selling liquor unless he complied with the conditions on 
which it was issued was not a threat to do an unlafwul injury. 
Common sense and the common practice of all civilized communi- 
ties teaches that a license to retail liquor is^neither property nor a 
property right. It is a privilege that is granted and taken away 
summarily. Threats to deprive publicans of their licenses are made 
every day. It frequently happens that licenses are taken away be- 
fore the "term 'for which they were issued has expired. And the 
holder has no recourse for the summary closing up of his business; 
cannot get even a return of the money for the unexpired term of his 
license. Hence it follows that a'threat by the constituted authority 
to declare a liquor license forfeit is not a threat to do an unlawful 
injury. As the statute of California specifically predicates the crime 
of extortion upon threats to do an unlawful injury, the Appellate 
Court decided, that the facts alleged in the French restaurant indict- 
ments, granting them to be true, did not constitute the crime of ex- 
tortion as defined by the Penal Code of California. 


This plain construction of 'the plain language of a statute has 


been denounced by debauched sheets like the Bulletin and a few 
feather-headed, loose-tongued pulpiteers as 
legalizing 
extortion. 


Such condemnation is to be ascribed to coarse malice or ignorant 
prejudice, hut Mr. Boke appears in a different light. 
Personally, 


his word cirries no weight. He has never practiced law or sat on 
the bench. He is scarcely thirty years of age, and when he ceased 
to be a st ident staid in the school room as a pedagogue. 
He is 


without reputation among jurists and lawyers. 
Only by signing 


himself pr ifessor of jurisprudence in the University of California 
can he obtain a hearing or command attention. It is his position, 
then, as art instructor in a State institution and not his talents and 
legal knowledge that gives his views seeming weight and authority. 
Tie has snitten the Appellate Court with 
a job the people have 


given him and which he is clearly disqualified to hold, but the mass 
of people do not know that his attempt to discredit the Court of 
Appeals is the special plea of a demagogue ass intended to impress 
the ignorant multitude. 


Mr. Boke has abused his position in exposing his ignorance. 


Sense of propriety alone should have kept him silent, even if the 
magnitude of his conceit did blind him to his lack of knowledge in 
regard, to -natters in which he poses as an expert. As it is, he has 
simply advertised his lack of manners by 
displaying his lack of 


knowledge. The University of California had better set Mr. Boke 
to digging pestholes and hire a gardener to fill the chair of jurispru- 
dence. A gardener cannot do worse as a law lecturer, and Boke 
may earn his salt digging pestholes. 


Immunity Contract Speculations. 


In an affidavit presented yesterday, Abraham Ruef alleges that 


District Attorney Langdon notified him on the eighteenth of January 
that his co itract of immunity, signed, sealed and placed in escrow on 
the eighth day of May, 1907, was void because Judge Lawlor refused 
to comply with its conditions. This affidavit was filed in the de- 
partment of the Superior Court over which Judge Lawlor presides. 
If what Ruef states is the truth, Langdon was guilty of falsehood 
when he gave out to the public at the time the document was given 
to 
the 
newspapers 
for 
publication 
that 
Ruef's 
contract 


was 
canceled 
because 
he 
refused 
. to 
comply 
with 


its 
conditions. 
The 
conditions 
stated 
in 
the 
contract 


were 
that 
he should tell 
the truth, 
the whole truth and 


nolhing brt the truth whenever called upon to do so. Ruef has said 
in intervie-vs that he has been ready to do this at all times, but that 
the prosecution have violated their agreement without cause. Rabbi 
Nieto and Rabbi Kaplan assert that Judge Lawlor promised to do 
whatever the prosecution desired in the matter of granting of immun- 
ity. Why has he changed his mind now? Or has he declined to grant 
the promised immunity in pursuance of a secret understanding that 
Ruef was -o be duped into becoming a tool of the prosecution and 
then betraved? But if the immunity contracts are good in law, as 
Heney coniended, why have the District Attorney and Judge Lawlor 
assumed to declare those held by certain parties to be void?

Interstate Commerce 


In Original Liquor 


Packages Reviewed 


It was some twenty years ago that 


the United States 
Supreme 
Court j 


threw down the barriers of Stato pri- 
hibition as against importations oC li- 
quor from other States. The <iucr,ll >n 
came up from Iowa in what was known 
as the original package case. The nub- 
stance of the decision was that liquor 
Imported into a prohibition State was 
beyond the reach of the State law as 
long as it remained in the original 
packages of shipment into the State. 
That decision followed the judgment 
of the court under Chief Justice Mar- 
shall in Brown 
against 
Marylanl, 


which was the original "original pack- 
age" case. States, in a word, couM not 
interfere with interstate 
commerce; 


such commerce Is exclusively under 
the regulation of Congress; the ship- 
ment of commodities participating Sn 
interstate commerce remained Inter- 
state commerce within the State of 
consignment until the original pack- 
age had been broken and the gr.ods 
offered for sale; and Iowa or any other 
State law attempting to interfere with 
this movement of interstate commerce 
within its borders up to the point men- 
tioned constituted an interference witn 
interstate commerce and was co'nse- 
quently Invalid. 
But the court also 


held that It was competent for Con- 
gress to deny to specified commodities 
a right to 'be considered legitimate ar- 
ticles of interstate commerce. 
Then 


it would be within the power of a Stats 
to interfere with the shipment of such 
commodities the moment^ they came 
within the boundaries of the State. 


It may be recalled that this decision 


was followed by the shipment IntD pro- 
hibition Iowa of great quantities cS li- 
quor In single bottles which weru sold 
by the Importer as in 
the 
or'jjma* 


package. Under the Brown vs. Miry- 
land decision this liquor did not be- 
come "mingled with the mass of prop- 
erty" In the State, and so subject to 
State law, until the bottle or "original 
package" liad been uncorked or broken, 
which would be at the moment of th"» 
disappearance of the contents down 
the throats of bibulous lowans. Then 
with a vengeance had the liquor be- 
came "mingled with the mass of prop- 
erty" within the State, but only then 
could Iowa law interfere—which was 
when U might Interfere all it wanted 


to, so far as the said bibulous ones 
were concerned. 


The scandal resulting caused 
Con- 


gress In 1890 to enact the Wilson law 
taking Intoxicating liquor out of In- 
terstate commerce and leaving It to 
the extreme prohibitive eftorts of any 
State. It was supposed that that law 
brought liquor under the operntton oC 
State law the moment it crossed the 
State boundary, but the United Stctes 
Supreme Court has recently 
ducidea 


that liquor did not enter a State until 
its delivery to the consignee. The up- 
shot of the Senate discussion of Wed- 
nesday was the presentation and ref- 
erence of a bill amending 1he Wilson 
law to meet this 
defect.—Springfield

SPEAKS PRO

Ex-fovernor Pardee and Col.

Last nipht. under the auspices and in 


the beautiful quarters of the Homo 
Club in E »st Oakland, there was a dis-

The debate was entertaining, but 


there was no decision rendered as to 
the merit;; of the argument, each au- 
ditor being allowed to decide for him- 
self or herself which side had offered 
the most convincing arguments.

meeting was presided over by B. P. 
Miller. 


At the close of the discussion, ;i 


resolution was adopted endorsing tho 
efforts of the city officials to exter- 
minate rats for the nurpose of pre- 
venting tie introduction of disease to

It 
ought not to require a demonstration 
tnat two cities which are contiguous can 
come together and be run more econom- 
ically in t.ie same manner chat two busi- 
nesses can. A greater city simply means 
the combination of smaller cities. 
San 
Francisco and Oakland are contiguous. 
Colonel Irish says they are not. I hold 
that San Francisco and Oakland are con- 
tiguous. 
Are not the people of San 
Francisco and Oakland one people. 
I 
hold tiey are 
On one hand Colonel Irish 
said that by combining with San Fran- 
cisco we would wipe out the Identity of 
Oakland. He also said that he desired to 
have Berkeley and Alameda come into 
the greater Oakland, but does not mean 
the wiping out of the Individuality of 
Berkeley and Alameda. The vote for the 
consolidation of New York and Brooklyn 
was close, there being not more than 200 
votes In the majority In favor of the 
proposition. The consolidation was fought 
by the Brooklyn Eagle. But that paper 
has changed its mind an dis now advo- 
cating the idea that consolidation has 
resulted beneficially. 
"Witain tne last two weeks a con- 
federation 
has been proposed for 
the 
bringing of water here from the Sierras 
Now, if a conteredatlon CW.M be formed for 
tnat purpose, why cannot a. combination 
be formed for other purposes? London 
Chicago, Pittaburg, are proofs of the 
benefits of consolidation".

Grave Danger, Says Pardee. 


Ex-Governor Pardee said i npart; 
"The greater the city is, the greater is 
corruption. There is no one who will not 
4gree with rne that Tammany Hall is the 
most corrupt organization in existence. 
Chicago is hopelessly corrupt 
San Fran- 
cisco, because it is a large city, waa cor- 
rupt. 
My experience is that the larger 
the city the greater Its corurption. 
It 
is a fact that In business matters con- 
centration does conduce W economy. But 
that is not the case with cities.

Trust toward the Mosswood Park tract, 
aald W. W. Garthwaite of the Oakland 
Bank of Savings this morning, "and It Is 
only proper that it should be dispelled. 
They are credited with expressing the 
fear that the Bankers' Trust has bought 
the tract to cut up into building lots, if 
the city does not take It for park pur- 
poses. Hhe Bankers' Trust is not specu- 
lating in land. It Is simply holding the 
deeds to the property in trust for the 
city until the latter redebms it by the 
pavment of the money which .the four 
banks concerned advanced to make the 
^"T.tufortetnal agreement was made on 
November 7, 1907, and a deposit was put 
up by the banks, in behalf of the city, 
to Wnd the trade until 
the title was 


cleared up, as the estate to which it 
belonged was being probated. The Bank- 
ers' Trust agreed originally to carry the 
property until April 7th of the present 
year charging Interest at the rate of B 
ner cent. We have merely extended the 
time to the city now at the same rate 
of interest until January 1, 1909. by which 
time the Board of Public Works expects 
to be able to redeem it by raising money 
on a bond Issue.
